HOUND FOUND GUILTLESS OF 
DEATH OF BOY FROM RABIES 


Rut Sappington Man’s Pet Had te 
Die to Produce Proof of 
His Innocence. 

A foxhound owned by Emil R. Kies- 
ling of Sappington was innocent of 
the death of 6-year-old George Sap- 
pington, who succumbed to rabies 
two weeks ago at Alexian Brothers 
Hospital, but the dog had to die to 

obtain a verdict of not guilty. 

A report stating that the hound 
showed no trace of rabies was made 
today, after examination of the brain, 
by Dr. Fred A. Baldwin, city bacte- 
riologist of St. Louis. The dog was 
shot Thursday afternoon by Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney Brooks of 
St. Louis County, on the demand of 
parents in Sappington, who fearei 
for their children, but over the tear- 
ful-yrotest of the owner, who main- 
tained that his pet was healthy. 
After the Sappington boy, son of 
Joseph Sappington, was bitten «six 
weeks ago, several dogs in the neigh- 
borhood were taken into the room 
where he lay in bed. He took no no- 
tice of the others, but when Kiesling’s 
dog was led up to the bed the child 
shuddered and turned away.

Questions asked of Robert E. Nolker 
wealthy electrical supply dealer and heir 
to a brewery fortune, in his 50,000-word 
deposition on his divorce suit against 
Pearl Elizabeth Hyman Nolker, indicat- 


ed that the names of many men and 
women well known in the cabaret life of 
St. Louis will be brought into the case 
when it goes to trial. P. H. Cullen, at- 
torney for Mrs. Nolker, conducted the 
examination of Nolker. 

Miss Dorothy Obermeier’s friends and 
admirers when she was a singer at Ci- 
cardi’s are expected to be called upon 
to tell of a joyous occasion when a large 
bouquet of flowers was handed to her 
after she had concluded one of her songs 
in the cafe. An envelope was imbedded 
in the bouquet and when she opened it 
she found a diamond ring which she 
proudly exhibited to the cabaret audi- 
ence, which applauded vociferously. 

Nolker at the taking of,the deposition 
was asked if it was he who sent up the 
bouquet and paid for the ring. He de- 
nied this and said he was not at the 
cafe when the presentation took place, 
but he told of another presentation to 
which he was a party. 

Denies Giving Wine Supper. 

Mrs. Carl Broessel, whose husband 
afterward threatened to sue Nolker for 
alienation, was the recipient of this gift 
and if was handed to her at the Hotel 
Jefferson. It was a gold cigarette 
case. Nolker said he put $%  in- 
to a pool raised by a number of 
Mrs. Broessel’s admirers to buy the 
present, which, he said, cost $30 or $35. 

After Nolker had been questioned as 
to his acquaintance with a number of 
women known in the cabaret life of the 
city he was asked if he had ever bought 
any phonographs and pianos to be given 
as presents. He said he had not. He 
also denied he had ever “rented the or- 
chestra’’ or given’ a wine supper at 
Fauna Flora, a St. Louis County re- 
sort near Brentwood, operated by Mark 
Gumberts. 

Nolker said he had visited Fauna 
Flora when out in the country, usually 
on Saturday nights, and had seen wom- 
en at the tables there. He was asked 
about a conversation he was alleged to 
have had with Gumberts in which it 
was alleged Gumberts told him he 
““wouldn’t know anything’ if called as 
a witness at the divorce trial. He de 
nied such a conversation took place. 

Asked if he knew Helen Kuhlman, 
famed as one-of the gay ‘ regulars’’ in 
the cabaret cafes, Nolker said: “Why, 
yes; I believe Mr. Niedringhaus intro- 
duced her to me at Cicardi’s 

He said he had only met Miss Kuhl- 
man a few times and then always when 
others were present. 

He met Marcella Norse, he said, at 
Cicardi’s and possibly also at Caffer- 
ata’s. Her name was mentioned later 
when he was asked if he had engaged 
the services of George D. Little as one 
of his attorneys. He said he had. He 
was then asked if Little had not been 
employed after Little got hold of ‘a let- 
ter which Nolker had written to Mar- 
cella Norse inclosing $50. Nolker denied 
any such letter to Marcella Norse had 
ever existed. Attorney Frumberg of 
counsel for Nolker objected to the in- 
troduction of Little’s name and referred 
.to him in highly complimentary terms. 

How He Recovered Shirts. 

Nolker said it was Little who aided 
him in recovering his silk shirts which 
he alleged his wife gave to Vincento 
Riccardi, an ‘Italiam” lawyer. He re- 
ceived his first clew as to the where- 
abouts of the shirts from “Tony,.”’ an 
office boy for Riccardi, he said. While 
being questioned in this connection Nol- 
ker showed some. signs of excitement 
and Attorney Cullen said to him. “Now, 
keep your shirt on.”’ 

Besides Helen Kuhlman and Mar- 
cella Norse, other women about whom 
Nolker was questioned were Inez 
Wilson, a Miss Grossel, May or Mamie 
Mitchell, Holly Cromwell and “a lady 
named Steele.” He said he had been 
introduced to these women and had a 
passing acquaintance with them, but 
was never with them alone. A Mr. 
Pope introduced him to Holly Crom- 
well, he said. 

Nolker was asked whether he had 
even left his automibile standing in 
front of 5248 Delmar boulevard, or in 
the 4600 block on Washington pboule- 
vard, or at the Rapahannock Apart- 
ments, Delmar boulevard and Clara 
avenue. He said he had not, but had 
stopped near the Washington pboule- 
vard location to buy Basoline at a 
filing station. 

Questioned as to his drinking hab- 
iis Nolker said he always had used 
intoxicants and had been “raised that 
way from childhood,” but he added 
that he was not in the habit of get- 
ting drunk. He denied that he had

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BANKS CONSIDER 
$2,000,000 LOAN 
FOR STATE DEBTS 


Clearing House Holds Meeting 
to Take Up Gov. Gardner’s 
Proposition. 


ASSURANCES WANTED 


Full Legal Authority Is Sought 
to Avoid Possible Future 
Complications. 


The St. Louis Clearing House Associa- 
tion met today to consider a proposit’on 
from Gov. Gardner for a loan of $2,000,- 
000 to pay the debts of the Major admin- 
istration. The State already has bor- 


obligations of many of the State institu- 
tions, and is paying a high rate of inter- 
est. 


St. Louis banks virtually was that they 
should refund these loans at 4 per cent 
interest. The State is paying 6 and § per 
cent interest on the loans, mogt of which 
were negotiated through the Central 
Trust Co. of Jefferson City, of which 
Sam B. Cook is president. 

Gov. Gardner attended the meeting and 
presented his proposition in detail to 
the bankers. At the close of the meet- 
ing N. A. McMillan, president of the 
Clearing House Association, said the 
matter had been referred to Attornev- 
General McAllister and Attorneys John 
F. Lee and Fred W. Lehman for an 
opinion as to whether the State could 
legally borrow the money. He said the 
Clearing House Association would wait 
the opinion of the’attorneys before going 
further into the proposition. 

The Governor was in conference with 
the bankers for more than an hour. 
The presidenis of nearly all the banks 
and trust companies of St. Louis were 
present. Attorney-General McAllister is 
also in St. Louis and he willl confer with 
Attorneys Lee and Lehmann on the 
legal questions involvea. 

Gov. Gardner said after the conference 
that he did not know now soon the ques- 
tion of making the loan would be de- 
termined, as it likely wculd take the 
iAwW vers some time to formulate an opin- 
ion. 

McMillan said that 
terest which Gov. Gardner proposed to 
pay for the loan was not considered, 
as the bankers first wished to know 
whether they could make it. 

Some St. Louis bankers have had ex- 
perience lending money to the State, 
with the expectation that the Legisla- 
ture would make appropriations to pay 
the loans, and have been put to a great 
deal of trouble to get their money. 


KOELN GIVES UP OFFICE 
OF COLLECTOR TO PLAYER 


Takes Step Following Action of Su- 
preme Court in Denying Motion 
for Rehearing. 

Edmond Koeln, shortly after noon 
today, gave up the office of City Col- 
lector, following information from 
Jefferson City that the Supreme Court 
had denied his motion for a rehearing 
of the mandamus suit to oust him 
brought by Sidney S. May. 

The statutes provide that when the 
Collector is for any reason unable to 
serve, he shall turn his office over to 
the County Court. As no such insti- 
tution exists in St. Louis, the City 
Comptroller is regarded as an equiva- 
lent, and Koeln surrendered his office 
to Comptroller Player.

Sailors at Headquarters in Flanders Predict 
Results iq Short Time—Scoff at Amer- 
ican Wooden Sword.

Headquarters on the Western front: 

“In the last few days 1 visited the 
Flanders coast and had an opportunity 
to talk with seme youthful submarine 
commanders coming home from succéss- 
ful operations, or just starting out 
again, and further with members of the 
crew aboard a large U-boat which hag 
already sent to the bottom of the sca 
many an enemy and many a ship full 
of American shells. Lastly I talkéd 
with the chief of the Flanders gub- 
marine flotilla. 

“That .everywhere out there great, 
loud jubilation reigns that this keen- 
cutting Weapon can at last be wielded 
with full force, does not need to be re- 
ported. At the same time the command- 
ers and crews are almost solemnly coén- 
scious of the earnestness and difficulty 
of the tasks laid to their hands. 

“They are taking into account that at 
first the increase of sinkings was not 
#0. very great as they would wish, for 
the submarine scare had beén thrown 
into the English with paralyzing effect. 
and the whole sea was swept clean af 
one blow. No enemy let himself be 
seen. 

‘In the long run, however, the En- 
glish will not be able to keep their 
ships in port, ‘but will be forced by neces- 
sity to expose them to the watchful 
submarines. Among the submarine pe.- 
ple one hears no boasting word, but 
only the modest pledge, ‘‘What us ur 
to us we will do.”’ 

“The nervous acceleration of the En- 
glish defensive measures, frightens no 
one, and as for the wooden American 
sword, our young blue jackets laugh 
over it. The chief of the Flanders flo- 
tilla said: | 

“We don't talk about what we are 
going to do, but we know what we have 
accomplished so far. It caused early 
joy that the British Government has 
seen itself necessitated to forbid the 
publication of their ships losses. Nat- 


urally, nothing is thereby concealed 
from us. We have always regarded the 
Reuter’s Agency reports as belles let- 
tres and have always confine® ourselves 
only to our own reports, we know, 
therefore, that the number of ships 
sunk is greater than the enemy admits. 

“The spirit of our young crews and 
their faithful leaders is splendid; their 
endyrance of hardships and danger 
wonderful. Some day, too, the German 
ration will learn that our submarine 
commanders were no less admirabl: 
during the time when our hands were 
not yet free and when a _ submarine 
commander with bitter anger, often let 
two score or more enemy ships sail 
past his torpedo tube without being per- 
mitted to sink his prey. 

“In those days, which thank God, are 
now past, our men, mostly not yet 30 
years old, daredevils, aching to get at 
the enemy, performed mgrvels in the 
way of descipline and self- restraint.

Dealing with shiphuiiding, Lloyd 
George Siid he had niade a speciai ap- 
peal to labor and that he was con- 
vinced the output could be very consid- 
erably increased by an alteration in 
methods. 

“Wherever payments by results nave 
been intrqgduced,’’ said the Premier, 
“there has been an increase in the out- 
put of shipbuilding, sometimes by 20, 
sometimeg by 30 and sometimes even by 
40 per cent. 

Appeal te Trade Unions. 

“We have made a special appeal iw 
the great trade unions to assent to the 
introduction of these methods. In home 
vards they have already been  intro- 
duced. This algo involves the undertak- 
ing by employers that if larger wages 
are earned by the men as a result af 
special efforts no advantage must be 
taken of that to reduce rates. 

“The penalizing of good work by re- 
ducing the rate of payment hes been 
one of the great follies of the past 
that has -aused the workingman to fear 
piece rates. 

“Tt is essential we should get as much 
work as possible out of the shipyards. 
not merely for shipbuilding for the mer- 
cantile marine, but for the building of 
craft for coping with submarines. Our 
shipbuilding capacity is the greatest in 
the world, and is fairly adequate for the 
gigantic task which is thrown upon it. 

“The Italian, French and Russian con- 
tribution is a very substantial one, but 
in the main the burden is on the ghoau!- 
ders of Great Britain, and if workmen 
and employers of all classes in the com- 
munity strive their utmost, I think Great 
Britain can bear that hurden succegs- 
fully right to the end.” 

Regarding iron, one of the heaviest 
items of import, the Premier said: 

“We are importing millions of tons, 
but the importation cannot be dimin- 
ished unless more iron ore is found in 
our country. There is plenty of low- 
grade ore, however, in this country, and 
if the supply of labor can be augmented 
we can increase enormously our output. 
The saving of tonnage would be large, 
but. unfortunately, it would become late 
in the year.” 

A@ essentials, the Premier enumerated 
food, clothing, maintenance and equip- 
ment of the civil and military population 
at home and abroad, and raw material 
for munitions for war equipment and for 
indu&stries which are essential to the na- 


tional life. 
“These are eseential,”’ déclared the 


Premier. “Anything beyond it a nones- 
sential and unnecessary article which 
the nation can d.spense with. If we can- 


got. then we ought not to wage war and 


ask sacrifices of those fine fellows who 
epresent us abroad. It is ‘dle to suggest 
that while milliéns of our best citizens 
are facing the conflict abroad for a 
great cause, that we, who are comforta- 
ble at home, should not bé prepared to 
surrender things which are not a neces- 
sary part of our existénce.”’ 

After reféfring to the Government 
ccmmittees who. examined these ques- 


-itions, the Premier turned to the question 


of paper, and said: 
“I had no idea that such quantities of 


| 


paper were utilized for newspapers and 
wrappings. They both consume an enor- 
mous tonnage. I cannot say whether I 
ought to treat new spapers as a luxury. 
@ Comfort, a stimulus, a necessity or a 
nuisance in life. They have been an 
enormous help to us in the effective 
waging of the war. There is no better 


proof of this than the brilliant success 
achieved by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in his recent war loan speech. 


Other rictions 
“still, when we have a chance to 


chooge between them and very stern 
necessity, I am afraid we shal] have to 
deprive ourselves of a certain number 
of their pages and substantially to re- 
duce the imports.of peper and material. 
We propose to halve the present supply 
of 1,200,000 tons and reduce the annual 
imports to 640,000 tons, the reduction to 
be digtributgd equally between the 
printing and packing trades. We rec- 
ognize that it is a serious hardship, but 
feel tig it ig imperative. 

The portation of printed posters, 
paper hanging and certain kinds of for- 
eign printing matter, books and period- 
icals, the Premier added, would have 
to be prohibited. Otherwise, it would be 
unfair to the trade in Great Britain. 
Also, he said there would have to be 
restrictions in the use of paper for pos- 
ters, Catalogues and for Government de- 
partments. 

It was announced that in deciding 
what commodities should be excluded 
from the United Kingdom, the Govern- 
ment had to take into account the inter- 
ests of its allies. The threatened re- 
strictions aroused immediate protests 
from France, as the imports from that 
country of mineral waters, wines, 
preeey silks, needlework and: of all 

ds of garments and luxuries, such as 
nnets, feathers and flowers, represent 
a considerable income to the French, 


producers. 

Th ngpegial License 8 he ite of 
Trade to issue special licenses, however, 
may be freely exercised in behalf of the 
allies of Great Britain, as ships taking 
munitions and othér supplies to France 
and Italy have ample tonnage to bring 
return cargoes. 

There now are heavy stocks of French 
wines in England. American firms éeéal- 
ing in typéwriters and photographic ap-' 
paratus almost monopolize the English 
market, but have factories here. The 
importation of American boots and} 
shoes, once heavy, has decreased greatly | 
in the last decade. The country has 
large supplies of coffee, tea and cocoa. 

Lloyd George announced that the 
United Kingdom would endeavor to de- 
pend upon its own resources for timber, 
which heretofore largely had been im- 
ported, the chief obstacle to its pro- 
duction being an insufficient force of 
skilled workmen for cutting and Anish-| 
ing it. 

In his peroration the Premier said: 

“ft know of no body of honorable men 
who would take for one hour the re-! 
sponsibility for the conduct of this ter- 
rible war unless the nation was prepared | 
to take its share of the sacrifices. 1 
say it would be a crime—it would be 2 
black crime—for any government to ask 
the gallant mea at the front to risk their 
brave lives in the coming conflict if 
they knew the effort of the nation was 
faint-hearted, was selfish and that their 
sacrifices were thrown away. 

“We have no right to ask it. For that 
reason, I have come here, after long de 
liberation and thought and on behalf of 
the Government, to submit proposals 
which I hope the Commons will approve 
and the nation will carry out with un- 
flinching and ungrudging hearts.”’ 


England's Curtailment of Imports to 
Have Littie Effect on New York 
Shipping. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—Great Britain's 
curtailment of imports announced yes- 
terday by Premier Lloyd George is not 
regarded as likely to have any import- 
ant effect upon the shipping situation 
at the port of New York. On the basis 
of the Prime Minister's statement, ship- 
pers todgy estimated the total reduction 
of imports at 2,000,000 tons a year. Tak- 
ing 6000 tons as a fair average car 
load, they pointed out that the new reg- 
ulation would cut the number of voy- 
ages to the United Kingdom required to 

supply current demand by 4@, 

In this connection attention was called 
to a statement issued by the British 
embassy at Washington showing that ar 
rivals at British ports during the first 
two weéks of Iebruary exclusive of 
coastwise local traffic averaged 341 a 
day. It was pointed gut also that pre- 
vious import prohibitions enforced by 
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odaae a ition which time 50 
million Americans have uséd

France to Offer Premiums to En- 
courage Production of Wheat. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. %4.—France will 
offer premiums to its farmers to er- 
courage a greater production of wheat 
durifg the war. Dispatches to the Com- 
merce Department say bounty of 15 cents 
a bushel will bé paid owners and a fur- 
ther fum of $1.56 an acre will be given 
for inereases in acreage over last year. 
Wheat is selling in France at $1.73 a 
bushel. The price was established by a 
Government decree and will not be 
changed by the premium arrangement. 


England's Embargo on Imports 
Causes Little Worry Here. 

Engiand’s embargo on boots, shoes. 
‘hides. leather and furs will have little 
effect on trade conditions in _ St. 
Louig in these lines, feanering to men 
engaged in them. 

Jackson Johnson, nrieidant of the 
Roberts-Johnson-Rand Shoe Co., said 
there had been practically no ship- 
ments of shoes and ‘leather to En- 
giand for the last year. England has 
a Jarge stock of leather, he said, and 
Fe been manufacturing shoes for 
hersel fand her allies. There have 
been other embargoes from time -o 
time, he said, and when England 
needs more leather the emnery will 
be raised. 

Albert M. Ahern, vicé president of 
the Funsten Bros.’ Fur Co., said: 
“The embargo on furs will have lit- 
tel effect on the market here. A good 
many furs were shipped in January 
for the March sales over there. The 
embargo was anticipated and _ dis- 
counted by early shipments for the 
spring gale. There will not he an- 
another sale until the fall, probably 
in October. The bulk of the exports 
are for the sales, The private sales 
for export do not amount to much. 
England is probably pretty well sup- 
plied for some time. The ultimate ef. 
fect will depend upon developments.”

Joplin Millionaire Says Former 
Osteopath Converted $231,000 
te Her Own Use. 

JOPLIN, Mo. Feb. &—Thomas W. 
Cunningham, aged millionaire of this 
city, yesterday filed a petition asking 
for a divorce from Mrs. Zoe Wilkins 
Cunningham, former osteopath, 40 years 
his junior, whom he married in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., in 1914. Since Cunning- 
ham’s return to Joplin a few weeks ago, 
they have not been together. 

Cunningham alleges his wife has of- 
fered him “such indignities as to render 
his condition in life as her husband in- 
tolerable.” The petition charges that he 
delivered to his wife a large amount of 
valuable stock to deliver to parties to. 
whom he had sold it, with instructions 
to collect the consideration and hold it 
in trust for him, but that she fraudu- 
lently sold the stocks iw her own name 
and collected $231,000, which she convert- 
ed to her own use. Healleges also that

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~GERMANY’S WAR TAXES 
RAISED 20 PER GENT

New Budget Passed by 
Reichstag Calls for $3,- 
750,000,000. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—War taxation tn 
Germany has been increased 20 per cent 
in the budget presented to the Reichs- 
tag yesterday by Count von Roedern, 


_ Finance Minister, according to Amster- 


dam dispatches to Reuters. In the course 
ef his speech, in which:he announced 
the new war credit of 15,000,000,000 marks 
($3,750,000,000), Count von Roedern ex- 
plained that the increase in taxation 
Was necessary because the budget pro- 
vides no new money, while the “safety 
law” enacted last vear, called for an 
increase of 50 to 60 per cent in the legal 
reserve. 

Dealing with the proposed new coal 
tax the Finance Minister said that the 
question of taking over the coal mines 
by the state had been rejected as im- 
possible. He added that Germany was 
well able to rely on its own coal pro- 
duction and that the commodity could be 
taxed all the easier, because, in spite 
of war conditions, the price was lower 
than in foreign countries, averaging 15 
to 18 “marks ($3.75 to $4.50). He main- 
tained that an average taxation of 2% 
marks on coal and 80 pfennigs (20 cents) 
on lignite was not too high. In addi- 
tion to the coal tax there will be a levy 
of 10 to 16 per cent on railroad tickets 


and 7 per cent on all freights. 


War Credit About Exhausted. 
Count von Roedern said that the war 


credit voted last October was nearly ex- 
hausted, and continued: 

‘As in all the “belligerent countries, 
so also here the war expenditure in the 
last few months has created a certain 
tension, but it is certamly not greater 
with us than with our enemies. I have 
no reason to suppose that the proportion 
of the two to one which I estimated in 
October as existing between the expen- 
diture of the entente and the central 
Powers has changed. The war expendi- 
ture of the world exceeds 300,000,000,000 
of marks ($75,000,000,000), and not more 
than v0,000,000,000 ($25,000,000,000) is our 
share. The cost in the next few months 
will not relax, and therefore I ask a war 
eredit of 15,000,000,000 marks. Next month 
we must issue another war loan and 
this buaget picture is certainly serious, 
but our economic life gives us no rea- 
gon to look to the future less confident- 
ly than hitherto. * * * Against the de- 
mands of our enemies for reparation we 
shall be able to put the word indem- 
nity. 

“Tt have confidence in our economic 
future, and in the unbroken financial 
strength of our people, ard I am con- 
vinced, in view of our rapid technical 
development during the war and the 
firm determination of all producing eir- 
cles that everything that the war has 
destroyed will be rebuilt. Our strength 
is not founded on paper as our enemies 
suppose, but on the unexhausted income 
of the people and the fact that we did 
not fall into the slavery of debt to for- 
eigners as our enemies largely had to 
do. Our financial strength is proved by 
the increase of deposits in savings an 
other banks and by the reports of 4 
limited companies, which show not only 
increasing profits, but wide reserves. 

The Finance Minister Concluded his 
speech by drawing the hopeful picture of 
how all classes would work together for 
reconstruction after the war. 

Count von Roedern was followed by 
the Socialist Deputy Friedrich Ebert, 
who reiterated the determination of the 


‘German social democracy to hold on 


until a peace was on which would se- 
eure the vital interests of the German 
people. 

“We wage this war for the defense of 
the country,” said Herr Ebert, ‘“‘but we 
also express our readiness for peace and 
expect the Government to adhere un- 
swervingly to its note of Dec. 12 in which 
it expressed its willingness to end hos- 
tilities. We look to the Government to 
be always prepared for negotiations 
which have the object of guaranteeing 
the nations in this and a peace which 
will be lasting. On these considera- 
tions we oe te the war credits.’’ 


Socialist Minority Opposition.

“We cannot by voting these credits 
take the responsibility for the war aims 
of the Government. The insincerity of 
athe peace offer minimizes its value.

Grandmother of Nine Packs 
Odeon for Symphony Or- 
chestra’s Wagner Program. 


By RICHARD & STOKES, 
HE fame of that empress of song, 
+ Ernestine Schumann-Heink, to- 
gether with the announcement of 
an all-Wagner program, assembled at 
the Odeon yesterday afternoon what the 
matniagement said was the largest audi- 
ence ever attending a Symphony Or- 
chestra concert in this city. Every seat 
in the auditorium was occupied, and in 
addition an extra row of chairs had to 
be installed. 

The reward was a program of lavieh 
opulence, the singer granting no less 
than five numbers in threé appearances, 
and the orchestra providing six wel! 
selected examples of the art of the titan 
of Bayreuth. Yet, after 
such a feast, the audience clamored 
for more, and at one time there arose a 
contest of endurance between the solo- 
ist and the assembly, she in refusing 
and it in demanding an encore. Only 
after half a dozen recalis to the stage 
did Mme. Schumann-Heink have her 
way. The applause for Director Zach 
and his men was almost as voluminous. 

The famous contralto once , more 
proved herself one of the world’s great- 
est interpretative artists, vocal or in- 
strumental. Years seem to have had 
little power upon the voice of this as- 
tounding grandmother of nine. Her re- 
sonant tones in ‘tthe lower and middle 
registers had their old-time organ-like 
richness, and in her employment of soft 
tones, of the mezza voce, she obtained 
effects ‘that were literally ravishing. 
But beyond all, she is not only a singer 
and musician, but a woman of great 
and noble genius. 

Her Skill in Interpretation. 

Very few actresses of the spoken 
drama possess the skill in elocution 
which enables Mme. Schumann-Heink 
to impregnate her voice with the emo- 
tions of every line and every word of 
her delivery. It was the frenzy of 
Adriano himself, torn between father 
and beloved one, that cried out in 
her singing of the aria, “Gerechter 
Gott,” from ‘“Rienzi.’’ 
joy of the human race in the return 
of spring pealed forth in the Shepherd’s 
Song from “Tannhaeuser,” and all the 
poignancy of passionate love found 
a voice in the song, ‘“Traeume.” 

But even these feats of expression 
were surpassed, many thought, in 
her two selections from the Ring Cy- 
cle, Erda’s Scene from “Das Rhein- 
gold,” and Waltraute’s scene from 
‘Die Goetterdaemmerung.” Especial- 
ly the last was an unforgettable ex- 
ample of dramatic interpretation, as 
the Valkyrie described the desolation 
of Walhalla, with Wotan sitting in 
stupefaction on his throne and mut- 
tering as if in slumber to the awe- 
stricken gods how the ring’s curse 
might yet be exorcised. 

Yet, Gespite the operatic force of 
her interpretation, Mme. Schumann- 
Heink rever forgot that her voice was 
to be used as a musical rather than 
an elocutionary organ, and with ell 
the fervor of her utterance, it was 
always musical sounds that she made, 
proving anew. if proof were needed, 
that Wagner's scores are eminently 
vocal. As always in her singing, 
there was complete sincerity and 
loftiness of mind, together with the 
modesty of a great artist who is not 
intent on displaying her own gifts, 
but Knows herself a vehicle for con- 
veying to others the thoughts of a 
master composer. 

Wagner’s Three Periods Shown. 

Director Zach . informingly ar- 
ranged his orchestral program so as 
to illustrate Wagner's development 
through the so-called three: periods 
of his career. The youthful period 
was represented ty the overture to 
his early opera, “Rienzi,” and the ro- 
mantic by the overture and baccha- 
nale from ‘“Tannhauser”’ and two 
numbers from “Lohengrin,” the intro- 
duction to act III and the Procession 
of Women to the Minister. - The per- 
iod of Wagner's maturity was illus- 
trated not enly by the vocal scores 
from “The Ring,” but by the prelude 
to “Tristan und Isolde,” and thé pro- 
gram reached its climax at the end 
with the “Liebestod” music from the 
same opera, in which, ty common 
consent, tones attain such a profun- 
dity of meaning, such a stress of emo- 
tional intensity, as to fall upon the 
ears like a new language, never be- 
fore heard in the world until Wagner 
uttered it. 

It is true that in the “Rienzi” and 
‘“Tannhauser” overtures the ‘orches- 
tra might not have been required to 
force out the very last ourice of deaf- 
ening noise; that the “Siegfried Idyl” 
has beén played with more absorbing 
interest--for example, by the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra in this city a 
year ago—and that the “Liebestod” 
music might have received a more 
piercingly passionate delivery. There 
may have been a slight error of judg- 
ment in presenting the Shepherd's 
Song from “Tannhauser”’ without ac- 
companiment, as it is arranged in the 
operatic score; without scenery and 
costume the air seemed in recital a 
bit naked. In the piano transcriptions 
harmonies of simple chords are 
usually provided, 


But it may be said without reserva- 
tion that the orchestra's work yester- 
day was such as would have been im- 
possible to it even a year ago; and that 
in this program the musicians reacheJ 
the high water mark of the organiza- 
tion's history. Zach's readings were 
painstaking, conscientious, scholarly and 
often dramatic, and it was evident that 
the performers responded with enthus- 
fasm to his leadership. The repetition 
of the orchestral program tonight at the 
Odeon wiil be richly worth while in 
itself, even though Mme. Schumann- 
Heink, because of a lamentable acci- 
dent, will be unable to participate. 

For after all, the star of the concert 
was not so much soloist or orchestra, as 
Wagner's music, which ranks among the 
most tremendous phenomena of the hu- 
man intellect.
